Almost Exterminated. 


Wednesday: evening’s Boston Tran- 
script says that the foot and mouth dis- 
ease is now practically stamped out in 
New England. Massachusetts is now 
the only state in which any affected 
cattle ramain alive at the present time. 
There are, in fact, only two herds left 
whose destruction is deenied necessary. 
One of these herds consisting of 44 cows, 
is at Dedham. The second herd to be 
killed, and possibly the last, is a small 
one, consisting of four or five animals. 
| Besides these there are a few under 
observation which will probably be left 
to recover. Up to the present time 
2050 cattle and a few hundred swine 
and sheep have been killed in Massachu- 
setts. 

From these statements. it would seem 
that the herd which was claimed to 
have foot and mouth disease in town, 
would not be slaughtered. There appears 
to be a doubt anyway, as to whether the 
herd ever had the disease or not.

SWEPT BY BIG SEA. 


ae 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 5—A tale 
of unspeakable hardship was related 
by Captain Wallace. Parsons of the 
Gloucester — fishing schooner Aloha 
when she arrivei here today from 
Newfoundland. During a run in which 
an almost continuous series of violent 
gales were encountered, two members 
of the crew were swept overboard and 
were drowned, several others having 


narrow escapes, The dead: James 
Key, aged 27, single, native of Guys- 
boro, N. S.; Anthony. Hall, aged 28, 


single, native of Newfoundland. 

The Aloha brought in 1100 barrels of 
frozen herring consigned to the own- 
ers of the vessel, Cunningham = and 
Thompson, On Christmas night when 
forty miles north northeast of St. 
Paul's Island, Captain Parsons, —ob- 
serving that the weather was gradual- 
ly growing rough, ordered his’ men to 
take in sail. The order had ho soon- 


completely,-shelterett—troni” the north

The houses are four and 
five stories high, connected with 
arches over the streets, to hold them 
firm in times of earthquakes,’ This is 
said to be the most typical ancient It- 
alian town.

Practical Textile Talk. 


A French scholar whose name when 
living wag well and favorably known 
among the literati of his famous coun- 


was asked by a youhg. friend how he 
could make poetry. The answer came 
like rippling water. ““You put a cer- 
tain number :of ‘poetic fe€et in one line 
and the sume in the next; then find 
two words that will rhyme). put one at 
the end of each and the talent. .in 
the middle.” Before us is the fleece of 
wool js it,came from the body of the 
animal; on some man’s person fashion- 
ed so perfectly that we look, almost 
expecting to find the picture out of 
which he walked, is the finished pro- 
duct, while between the “fleece and the 
tailor’s work as seen on the sidewaik 
vests the talent, 


In tracing the history of men's goods 
one is obliged to go back some hun- 
dreds of years to.the land of the Flem- 
ings, which was at one time famous 
for the excellence of its finished fab- 
rics. . Wool. was freely shipped from 
Erigland as well as other countries to 
the Lowlands and there fashioned into 
wearing apparel, which had a world 
wide reputation, - . 


“Walued much by the substantial men 
of the time, those less fortunate in this 
world’s goods. envied the one wearing 
a Flemish garment. But the politicas 
and religious convulsions whic spread 
over those lands compelled the peace- 
fully inclined manufacturer, often to 


the Elbe, for places where he could 
pursue his unwarlike occupation in 
peace. With him, of course, went some 
of the members. of his craft. Westward 
this emmigration tended and thus. the 
end of the journey was ‘the English 
country where the material-necessary- 
was in abundance, and where the foun- 
dation of the manufacture of solid, ser- 
vicable cloths was laid, destined in time 
to réach the proportions of the world, 
a large share of which has fallen to the 
United States, which also must be de- 
livered in the time to come in a shape 
far beyond what even the present gen~ 
eration conceives and on which must 
be the unmistakable stamp of Améri- 
can intelligence. 

Those early manufacturers knew a 
litttle about wool. For example, they 
not only could name the different breeds 
of sheep from which the staple was 
clipped but also the age of the animals, 
thetr cor@ition and the pastures, good 
or otherwise; whether they had been 
shifted from better to worse feeding 
grounds or the reverse; if not at the 
time of the year the change took place.

lumbus, Georgia. _He is looking as if 
the South agrees with him, while his 
report of business is flattering. The 
top rolls he sends to the E. E. Burn- 
ham company to be covered. 

Mr. William Paton for twelve years 
in the shipping department, Arlington 
mills, has accepted a like position in 
the Lawrence Dye and Finishing works 
south side. 

A number of the cotton spinning mills 
in the South are having looms added, 
one going as far as to fit an establish- 
ment for the making of garments from 
the cloth manufactured. 

Mr. Seldon late assistant superin- 
tendent over the worsted department in 
the Arlington .mills, is about to enter 
the field as a.manufacturer. Already 
eight looms have been secured and as 
soon as the rooms required are rented, 
more will be added and work begun. 
The position he held in such a mill, 
his experience and ability entitle the 
community to expect great things from 
such q source, while thé chances are 
the expectations will be fully met.
